étruction costs prior to that year. 
Coult Have Saved $344,000. 

If the council had been in posses- 
sion of the special report says Mr. 
Whiston, which was prepared by 
Brookes and Owems, of Chicago, at a 
heavy expense to the city, and 
followed out the instructions toward 
the extension of the system he estim- 
ates that the city would have saved 
$344,166.55 in the estimates passed 
for 1913 alone.
